of the cliff.

the moment the trouble commenced 
and hastened to the assistance of 
Mrs. 
Hoehn and Miss Lawrence, 


who, 
with the other ladies of the 


party, were in the center seats of the 
stage. 
He helped Mrs. Hoehn 
to 


leap from the vehicle and she landed 
in a dead pine tree which broke the 
force of .her fall. The other members 
of the party leaped from the opposite 
sid© and escaped with no 
njuries 


more serious than those involved in 
being shaken and bruised. 


By this time, the driver had suc- 


ceeded in turning the leading horses 
and the vicious animal was thrown. 
The gentlemen sprang to the -heads of 
the horses and the one entangled in 
the harness was finally freed.

Chafing Dish Aprons. 


Have you seen the dainty aprons for 


chafing dish parties in 
the 
heart- 


shaped pattern? Cut a large heart of 
flowered" dimity or dotted swis-s, roll 
the edges and trim with a ruffle of 
Valenciennes laoe, leaving about ten 
inches, at the round part of the heart 
unt'rlmmed. This is slightly gathered, 
and tfie strings are sewed to it, the 
point of the heart forming the bot- 
tom of the apron. 
Cut a heart of 


smaller size for the bib, which is also 
rolled and trimmed with lace, and a 
tiny heart for the pocket, which is 
finished in the same way, but with a 
narrow lace. The bib is sewed over 
the strings with the point at the bot- 
tom, 
and the little pocket on the left 


side of the large heart. The effect is 
so pretty when finished that I am sure 
It will please.

Its 
comparative cheapness commends it 
to many: its easy digestibility and 
light wholesome character win favor 
with others; yet on the whole its use 
is le£« general than it deserves to be. 
But no class of food loses more by 
careless cooking. By quick and skill- 
ful handling and close attention to 
seasoning, the higher flavors and more 
delicate qualities of fish are developed 
in a way that is often a surprise. It is 
worth while to experiment a little on 
the best modes of preparation, so as 10 
secure ihe highest excellence in the 
result. 


Here are three ways of cooking hali- 


but, which may be used for any solid 
white fish: 


BAKED HALIBUT.—The chicken or 


smaller halibut is considered prefer- 
able for baking, for which a piece of 
the required size is taken. Wipe care- 
fully, and lay on a fish sheet over rich 
milk In a dripping pan. Rub with s-ilt 
and paprika, and lay over it a few thin 
shavings of sweet salt pork. Have the 
oven hot. and baste very often with 
the contents of the pan. Remove the 
pork to crisp the surface before taking 
up. Shredded or shaved potatoes, 
fried, may be arranged round the fish 
on a large platter. 


HALIBUT BAKED WITH CHEESE. 


—Put a two-pound steak of halibut 
In* a large frying pan; add a salt- 
spoonful of salt, two or three slices 
of onion, as much celery in short bits, 
a sprig of parsley, and boiling water 
to cover. Simmer until the fish parts 
readily from the bone. Drain, and 
break up into neat flakes. Put a large 
tablespoonful of butter and one 
of 


flour in the frying pan, rub together, 
with a pinch of salt and one of white 
pepper, and add a cupful of the stock 
in which the fish has cooked, or half 
as much with half a cupful of 
rich 


cream. Stir until smooth and 
well 


thickened, draw back from the fire 
and stir in the beaten yelk of one egg. 
Have ready a pint of hot mashed po- 
tato; with this make a border on a 
baking dish. 
Arrange inside the 


border the fish in alternate layers 
with the sauce and a grating of fine 
cheese. Cover the top with the cheese 
and a very light sprinkling of bread- 
crumbs, brush over the potato with 
yelk of egg, and set in a very hot 
oven just long enough to color. 


HALIBUT TIMBALE.—A fish tim- 


bale may be made either in a mold or 
shape, or in the fried timbale cases 
produced by dipping the timbale iron 
in batter and frying in hot fat, so 
that a casing of fritter-like texture 
of the size and shape of the iron re- 
sults. 
These are usually of a con 


venient size for individual serving 
and plain, fluted or in various shapes 
as the irons are offered in variety. I 
makes a dainty case, desirable for a 
great range of fillings. 


The fish, first boiled and cooled, is 


put through a sieve or press, 
deli- 


cately seasoned and mixed with a cup

To polish the front, remove the 


shirt board, and replace it with one 
the same size, but with no covering 
to it. 


Damp the surface of the 
ironed 


front very evenly with a wet rag. 
Get a hot polishing iron, and be sure 
that it is very clean.

In 


straight, even lines, pressing heavily 
until a smooth gloss is obtained. The 
under half of the front is the first to 
be polished. 


The cuffs are polished in tbe same 


way. 


To fold a shirt, place a stud to tbe 


neckband to fasten it, and make a 
box plait down the front "where the 
fullness is. 


Turn the shirt over, having 
the 


back uppermost. 


Fold the sleeve over so as to form 


a straight line with the seam of 
shirt. Take a plait down the sleet 
of about an inch, and press It In, the 
turn up the sleeve, having the but 
tonhole of the cuff level with 
neckband. 


Fold the second sleeve to corre 


spond. 
Fold over tbe sides of the| 


shirt, having it the width of thej 
linen front. 


Pin It to keep it in place. Turn 


up tbe bottom about three Inches, 
fold the shirt in two, making it the.

It Will Commemorate a Heroic Chap- 


ter in American History 


Beed interest has been taken

morial Tower.

Sydney Record, Cape Breton, of April 
25, the following: 


"During the present month the lo- 


cal Legislature has passed an act to 
incorporate the French fortress and 
old burying ground at Louisburg as 
a historical monument of the Domin- 
ion of Canada and as a public work. 
In itseli. as a piece of legislation, it 
is unique in Canadian history, for we 
believe it is the first of the kind to 
legalize a historical monument with- 
in the Dominion of Canada. 


"It will not be forgotten that the 


people of 190G in the eastern part of 
the Dominion were among the earli- 
est who contributed to its erection. 
In stating this, we do not forget that 
our New England 
cousins 
had al- 


ready been alive to commemorate 
their .heroic dead in the 'brilliant 
siege of 1745, as witness the 
noble 


shaft erected near the king's bastion 
by the Society of Colonial Wars in 
1S95.

Recommended for a Summer Home 


with Mission Furniture—About 


Other Decoration. 


This is an excellent wall paper color 


for a summer home room furnished in 
the mission furniture. The wood trims 
about the room should be stained some 
dark hue, such as weathered or fumed 
oak, to correspond with the dark tone 
of the furniture. In this case the best 
color to use at the windows is yellow 
like the paper. 


The paper chosen may be cartridge, 


burlap may be put on the -walls and 
stained, or the walls may be rough 
plastered and sanded, and then tinted. 
This last is most satisfactory. 
It is 


especially to be recommended where 
mission furniture is used, for It seems 
particularly well adapted to the sim- 
plicity of construction expressed by 
the straight line furniture. In addi- 
tion to this it has the advantage of be- 
ing the cheapest form of wall treat- 
ment available. If this method of dec- 
oration be adopted, a plate rail may 
be used on the walls two-thirds of the 
distance fjom the floor, and above 
that a lighter tint of yellow will make 
a most agreeable contrast and do away 
with the necessity of a frieze. 


If the room is of awkward Height, 


either too low or too high, some of the 
modern designs In stripes are particu- 
larly useful. Should the room be too 
high the stripes ought not to go 
to the ceiling, but should end some 
distance below it. and at this point a 
picture molding should be applied. If 
the room is too low the reverse treat- 
ment should be applied, and the paper 
carried over on the molding on the 
ceiling for a few inches. In this case 
no molding should be used, and the 
furniture should be kept away from 
the walls. 


The use of advancing colors 
like 


reds or yellows will tend to make the 
room look smaller and more cheerful, 
particularly if it have a cold exposure 
while the use of the receding colors; 
blues or greens, will give the room an 
appearance of increased size, and help 
tone down the often too vivid light—
